“ HOLD THE FORT.” 
General Sherman was the author of the 
famous dispatch : 41 Hold the fort, for I 
am coming/’ and which has given a name 
to one of the most popular Sunday-school 
hymns ever composed. The message was 
sent to General Corse, who was in posses­ 
sion of the fort at Altoona besieged by 
rebel troops. The laconic answer to Sher­ 
man’s dispatch to 
hold the fort, for I am 
com ing/’ has passed into history, if it has 
not furnished a theme, aa did Old Tecum- 
seh’s order, for a Sabbath-school hymn. 
It was in these words : 
To General Sherman : I am short a cheek bone 
aud one ear, but cau whip hell out of them yet. 
GENERAL CORSE. 
Sherman’s dispatches to the beleaguered 
troops under the command of Corse could 
only be read by the aid of telescopes. They 
could neither be received the usual way 
nor answered back, because the rebel shots 
were eo thick. The enemy had also a lot 
of sharp shooters posted on every com­ 
manding point, and every time one of 
Corse’e men would show himself they were 
sure to pick him off. 
Shortly after the 
receipt of Sherman’s dispatch General Corse 
demanded to know of the late Judge J. AY. 
McKenzie, then a Lieutenant in command 
of the signal squad, if there was not a way 
of answering the message. The brave olfi- 
cer replied that it could be done if it was 
absolutely necessary, aud grasping the 
signal Hag he called for a voluuteer from 
the little squad to assist him. No one re­ 
sponded. 
A t this moment of hesitation 
theJ[General said to McKenzie, firm ly: 
“ Lieutenant, I thought you said this mes­ 
sage could be sent?” 
“ It can.” said 
McKenzie, with equal firmness, and mount­ 
ing the signal station he commenced send­ 
ing the message, expecting every moment 
to be shot. The Hag was about eighteen 
feet long, and the wind was blowing hard, 
making it extremely laborious as well as 
hazardous to wave the signals. 
A t the 
moment when McKenzie was about to 
give out, a soldier, not a member of the 
signal corps, crept up behind the Lieuten­ 
ant, and taking hold of the flag helped him 
to “ wave the answer back” to Sherman. 
ONE TOE» II OF NATURE MARKS THE WHOLE 
WORLD KIN.' 
Probably not one in a hundred thousand 
of those who glibly cite this passage as 
Shakespeare’s dictum knows in which of 
his works it occurs, and of those who 
know, probably not one in a thousand has 
read it in its proper connection. It is iu 
“ Troilus and Cressida,” one of the most 
rarely read of .Shakespeare’s plays, except 
by the true lovers of that phenomenal 
writer. The play was written at two 
periods; and of the part produced in tlie 
latter period the speeches put into the 
mouth of Ulysses are eminent, even ainoDg 
Shakespeare’s dramatic poetry, for their 
wisdom, their deep insight into the heart 
of man. In one of these speeches Ulysses 
is craftiiy endeavoring to draw the surly 
Achilles out of his retirement into the 
leadership of the Greek battle again. 
Achilles has complained that of late he 
has not been treated, as he thinks, with so 
much consideration as he had before been 
in the habit of receiving. Ulysses tells 
him that he is right, aud that this neglect 
is because his retirement is causing men 
to forget his great deeds, and that 
he cannot expect to be honored always 
for what he has done. The son of Autoly- 
cus goes on to explain that thia is because 
the whole world is addicted to gaping after 
something new, and that a trivial novelty 
will make most men forget great worth 
which lacks the glitter of freshness ; and 
that thia trait is one that marks the kin­ 
dred of all mankind. The meaning, there­ 
fore, of the passage that “ One touch of 
nature makes the whole world kin ” is not 
that an exhibition of natural feelings 
draws the whole world together in one- 
ncso of kindred, but quite the contrary ; 
that there is one manifestation of human 
nature which shows that all men are alike, 
and thia is that they all forget past merit 
and praise “ new born gauds ; ” aud that 
they 
Give to dust that is a little gilt 
More iaud than gilt o’crdusted. 
This trait of mankind, upon which 
Ulysses has been pouring down his lofty 
scorn, it is in which Shakspeare says the 
whole world is akin ; and thus that which is 
usually quoted as a support of a much- 
support-needing and man-flattcring notion, 
is really a satirical, cynical, almost savage 
gibe upon the whole human race—one 
worthy of Tiinon, if he were wise enough 
to utter it. 
POOLING THEIR EARNINGS. 
The origin of thia expression, as applied 
to railroads, is derived from the custom of 
** antieing” in the pool, or “ put,” as it is 
more generally termed, which poker-play- 
er9 resort to. The phrase is said to have 
been first introduced by the late Erie rail­ 
way magnate, James Fisk. The following 
is an explanation of a “ pool,” as it is 
understood by railroad men : A pool is 
really an agreement between competing 
lines at any given point, about to this 
effect—that if all will agree to maintain the 
equal rates, which have been generally ar­ 
rived at by long struggles between the com­ 
peting markets, in which each has had all 
the benefit of its geographical position and 
advantages, then any line which does an 
excess of business above the average of 
former years, and above what would seein 
its natural share of the business, shall com­ 
pensate the line which is deficient in some 
satisfactory manner. 
MA.Si.orrK. 
Both dictionaries and scholars fail to 
answer the question, which the recent and 
very popular opera with this title con­ 
stantly raises, what is a mascotte ? But 
the visitors of Monte Carlo tell us it is a 
fetich- a luck-bringer. All gamblers are 
superstitious, and draw their inspirations 
from the oddest circumstances. A mas­ 
cotte may be a sou or a sixpence with 
a hole in it, a button, a lock of hair, 
anything which the punter has associated 
with a lucky turn. Alms to a beggar— 
mascotte ; denial of alms- mascotte ; see­ 
ing a hunchback or a white horse—mas­ 
cotte ; meeting a black cat- mascotte. 
Three year ago a little hunchback at 
Monaco derived large returns from stand­ 
ing near the table and rubbing his hump at 
the request of the players, lie has a tariff. 
Once, 5 francs ; a long rubbing, 10 franca ; 
for standing half an hour behind a certain 
player and not rubbing for others, 20 
franca. A t the end of the season, return­ 
ing to Paris on the train, he was seen to 
throw away his hump. Mascotte is the 
opposite of jettatura, or the evil eye. 
.JOHNNY it KBS, 
Thia sobriquet, applied by Union sol­ 
diers to Confederates during the war of 
the rebellion, is said to have originated in 
a taunting remark addressed to a rebel 
picket to the effect that the Southern 
States relied on John Bull to help them 
gain their independence, and that the 
picket himself was no better than a John 
Bull, au accusation which was indignantly 
denied. 


From the Latin domina, a mistress; a 
title oi honor which long distinguished 
high-born ladies from the wives of citizens, 
and of the commonalty in general. In the 
age of chivalry it was customary even fora 
queen to be so called by her chosen knight 
(“ the dame of his heart, of his thoughts,' 
etc). Iu consequence of the greater cour­ 
tesy shown toward women of higher rank 
arose the custom of prefixing the word 
“ m a” to “ darne,” as a special proof ven­ 
) oration and homage. 
Hence, too, the 
Virgin-mother was 
called in France 
“ Notre Darne” (“ Our mistress,” or lady, 
as if no one Christian could exclusively 
claim the privilege of serving her with the 
homage of his heart). The daughters of 
the King of France, as soon as they came 
into the w orld, were called “ m adam e;” 
and this was also the sole title of the 
Kind’s eldest brother. • In England the 
w ord “ dame,” though not much used, is 
now applied to married women of all 
classes. “ M adame” is shortened into 
“ M ad am ,” which is atill a word of honor, 
applicable, in particular cases; to majesty 
itself. Thus, Alfred Tennyson, in dedi­ 
cating his poems to Queen Victoria, speaks 
as a chivalrous troubadour might have 
done : 
Tike, Matiaice, thi* poor book of «onjr. 
TELEGRAM. 
This word was coined some years ago by 
a writer in the London Times. It was ob­ 
ject* «I to at the time by Greek scholars as 
a barbarous formation. According to the 
law of Greek compounds grapho compound­ 
ed with anything but a preposition becomes 
grapheo. Therefore with tele it would be­ 
come telegrapheo, the noun from which 


w'ould be telegraphema. The convenieut 
conciseness of telegram has, however, made 
it triumph over the more correct tole- 
graphema. 
DIVINE RIGHT. 
A term applied to describe the source of 
the power claimed for the monarch, by the 
royalist party, in the great controversies 
between the monarchical and parliamen­ 
tary or commonwealth parties in England 
in the seventeenth century. The monarch 
was held to be the immediate representa­ 
tive of the Deity, to whom alone he was 
responsible for all bis actions—a principle 
which, of course, relieved him 
from 
all 
human 
responsibility. 
The idea 
was little known 
until 
the 
quiet 
transfer of the crown from the Tudor to 
the Stewart dynasty showed that the 
hereditary principle was strongly estab­ 
lished. It was found by some ecclesiastics 
in the doctrines of the civil law, which, in 
imitation of the practice of Oriental na­ 
tions, Hattered the Roman Emperors by 
attributing to them a power founded on 
divine^ institutions. 
Throughout a long 
and miserable contention divine right was 
on the one side maintained tobe the source 
of political power, while on the other it 
was maintained that that power emanated 
trom the will of the people, expressed in 
what was called “ the social contract.” 
The chief writers on the aide of divino 
right were Salma&ius and Sir Robert 
Film er; on the other Milton, Algernon 
Sydney and Harrington. The controversy 
revived in the discussion which caused the 
French Revolution, long after the settle­ 
ment of the crown on William and Mary, 
and the Hanover dynasty had settled it in 
Britain. 
THE MILLS OF THE GODS, ETC. 
^ The line from the poem of Friederich 
Yon Logau, aa translated by Longfellow, 
Though the mill, of God ¡{rind slowly, yet they srind 
exceeding small, 
is from a Greek proverb: “ The mills of 
the gods grind late, but they grind all to 
powder.” It appears in one of the three 
tragic poems. The notion was a familiar 
one to the heathen mind, aa is shown by 
this other Greek proverb, “ The feet of the 
avenging deities are-shed with wool;” as 
also by O.tsar’s answer to the boasts of 
Anovistus, “ Whom the gods would destroy 
they first make mad.” Herbert, in “ Jacula 
Prudendum,” has 
God's mill grinds slou but sure. 
NOTHING VENTURE, NOTHING WIN. 
This expression is found in Matthew 
Henry’s “ Commentary ón Exodus,” sec­ 
ond edition, 1707. The idea was purloined, 
however, from TuBser's “ Five Hundred 
Points of Good Husbandry.” The correct 
rendering of the quotation, as found 
in “ October’s A bstract” (Tnaseri, ia, 
“ Naught venture, naught have.”

NEW METHOD OF INDUCING SLEEP. 
A French writer, according to the Cin­ 
cinnati Lancet, says that if the eyelids bo 
closed and opened as fast aa possible 
twenty or thirty times, an irresistible incli­ 
nation to sleep will follow in a few seconds. 
The plan is best adapted to insomnia from 
nerve troubles. We have tried it with 
some advantage, but not so much as tho 
statement implies. The point to be gained 
by men of busy heads in order to induoe 
sleep, is to divert the current of cerebral 
action away from all exciting and disturb­ 
ing thought. This may be done by any 
one of a thousand expedients which have 
been contrived, to occupy the attention by 
some trivial exercise of memory or imagi­ 
nation which will crowd out the perturb­ 
ing theme and substitute others neither 
exciting nor disagreeable. Such are the 
counting of ail imaginary 
flock 
of 
sheep jumping one by one over a 
fence ; 
counting 
the 
vibrations of 
an imaginary pendulum ; counting your 
own respirations, giving ODe or two to 
each inspiration and each expiration ; 
counting a hundred backwards ; repeating 
the alphabet backwards ; calling to mind 
all the names of persons beginning with the 
several letters of the alphabet, etc. This 
plan may be ntilized by applying it to 
geography, history, biography, botany and 
other branches of knowledge ; recalling as 
far as possible all names of rivers, or cities, 
or lakes beginning with A, then B, and so 
forth ; or the names of distinguished meu 
in like manner, or of plants. A medical 
atudcDt or a physician might trace the 
arteries or nerves, or recount the bones of 
the skeleton, if he desire a very dry and 
sleepy subject. All these exercises wear 
out in time and must he changed and nowly 
contrived ones substituted, for there is no 
limit to their range, Mental recitations of 
poetry or prose may be resorted to. There 
are also mechanical methods of overcoming 
insomnia, particularly if the “ figdets " be 
present. Such are getting out of bed andap- 
plyingthe lleeh-brusli freely ; friction with a 
coarse aud wet towel. Franklin used to 
take what he called an air-hath, stripping 
himself completely and walking back and 
forth over the floor briskly. Some me­ 
chanical methods act indirectly on the 
brain, as the opening and closing of the 
eyes above mentioned. Dr. Hartshorne's 
method of inducing anesthesia by rapid 
breathing may furnish some hints in that 
direction. Most persons have felt the ef­ 
fect on the head of blowing at a fire with 
the mouth and lungs—what dizziness and 
approach to unconsciousness it induces. 
Similar movements favor sleep. We have 
often induced sleep by a few exhalations 
and inhalations, both as complete as possi­ 
ble. It is singular liow long the lungs wilt 
remain quiescent after these forced move­ 
ments, before the call for oxygen renews 
the normal action of the respiratory mus­ 
cles.—[Pacific Medical Journal. 


To Cure a C o ld 
A bad cold will rue 
its course of about ten days in spite of 
what may be doue for it, unless remedial 
means are employed within forty-right 
hour.. MaDy a life will be spared by cut 
ting a cold short off in the following man­ 
ner : On the first day there is an un­ 
pleasant sensation of chilliness. 
The 
moment you observe this, go to your 
room, aud keep it at such a temperature as 
will enlirsly prevent this chilly feeling, 
even if it requires 100’ Fahr. Put your feet 
into hot water halfdeg deep, adding hot 
water from time to time for a quarter of 
an hour, so that the water will be 
hotter when yon take your feet out than 
when you put them in ; then dry thor­ 
oughly and put on thick woolen stockings ; 
for twenty-four hours eat no food, but 
drink freely of any kind of warm teas, and 
at the eml of that time, if not sooner, the 
cold will be effectually broken, without 
any medicine whatever.

There is but 
i out me*as of d* iennining men's characters 
accurately, and that is by observing their 
1 walk in life. 
Hut iu politics it has be­ 
come the practice to ignore thiB one trust­ 
worthy method of foruiiog conclusions, and 
to adopt another method which has the fa­ 
tal disadvantage of putting a premium 
upon deceit and dishonesty, and of ex­ 
cluding solid merit from competition. 
In 
theae days candidates are chosen, not for 
what they are, but for what they say they will 
be. Now even this method of ¿election, irra 
tional as it is fundamentally, might not be 
wholly ineffective if 
there existed any 
means of holding candidates to accounta­ 
bility. 
But no such means exist. 
The 
moment a candidate is elected he becomes, 
so far as his previous undertakings are con­ 
cerned, irresponsible. The people may rail 
at him if he breaks his pledges, but there 
is an old saying that “ hard words break 
no bones,’’ and iu fact there is no way of 
bringing the recreant office-holder to an 
accounting. 
Thus all the trust must be on 
the side of the voter, and he has absolutely 
nothing to depend upon, as a rule, but the 
glib assurances of men who may perhaps 
have spent their lives in making promises 
and then breaking them. 
When the things to which candidates 
are required to subscribe are such as hon­ 
est men could not uudertake because of 
their inequity, their extravagance, or their 
implications, it is not a mere probability, 
but a certainty, that the actual takers of 
sach pledges are not honest. 
In all these 
cases the willing candidates are men W’ho 
have no real convictions ; who regard plat­ 
forms as “ molasses to catch flies ; ” who 
do not hesitate to promise all that is re­ 
quired of them, because they have not the 
remotest intention of performing anything. 
The uniform failure of all radical move­ 
ments may be traced directly to this 
method of selecting candidates. 
W hen­ 
ever the people ignore human nature, and 
pin their faiih to mere words, they are 
predestined to disappointment. 
No doubt 
much of the prevalent reliance upon Shams 
in politics ha9 sprung from a growing dis­ 
position to force the solution of all difficult 
problems. 
Now when such a disposition 
appears it manifests itself in a desire to 
gauge tbe candidates by a caat-ircu set of 
principles or propositions. 
The people do 
not themselves know how tbe problems 
which vex them ought to be adjusted, but 
they are determined to get them adjusted ; 
so they set up their cast-iron standard, aud 
they announce that they w ill support no­ 
body who will n it abide by it. 
The first 
consequence of this is to exclude the best 
men from competition, because they will 
not promise to do anything the feasibility 
of which they are not eure of. 
The second 
consequence is to attract the most unscru­ 
pulous men, because they do not care what 
they promise, so long as they get office. 
The ultimate consequence is the failure of 
the popular movement, because the bad 
men who are elected upon impracticable 
platforms are certain to find means of 
avoiding the fulfillment of their compacts. 
It ought to be a very trite observation 
that the way to secure good government is 
to put the best men in office ; but experi­ 
ence shows that though this may be a tru­ 
ism, it is practically ignored at the present 
time. 
It is true that pretenses are un­ 
doubtedly made that such and such men 
are the b e st; but when we inquire into 
their credentials we always find that they 
have been taken altogether on tru st; that 
in tact the people have credulously accept­ 
ed their own estimates of themselves. The 
best men canDot be distinguished in that 
way. When a man who has acquired no other 
reputation than that of a selfish and un­ 
scrupulous schemer, suddenly comes for­ 
ward as a patriot ; when^such an one as­ 
sumes a mission to remove abuses and re­ 
dress injuriee ; it is manifestly very foolish 
to take him at his word. 
Y et that is what 
is done nine times out of ten. 
The man s 
past life, all of which proclaims him a 
charlatan and crafty, dishonest adventurer, 
is ignored ; and on the strength of some 
sounding rhetorical phrases he is hailed 
as a new Moses, and is for a time the hero 
of the hour. < >f conree he is soon found out, 
and then the public drop him, but what, 
unfortunately, they do not abandon, is the 
perverse and fallacious method of choosing 
their champions and representatives, which 
gave him the opportunity to deceive them. 
N ext year another blatant fellow proclaims 
himself the political Messiah, and directly 
the late unpleasant disillusionment is for­ 
gotten, and the new demagogue is chaired 
and cheered and voted for and put in 


office. 
In this way politics continues to be a 
succession of Shams, resultiog in a suc­ 
cession of disappointments. 
Yet if the 
people would consent 
to change their 
methods they could do so easily enough, 
and there can be no doubt that they would 
find the change advantageous. 
There is 
no lack of good men in the community. 
They are more plentiful than the knaves, 
as a matter of fact. 
But they cannot be 
had by setting up standards expressly de­ 
signed to attract knaves alone. 
If honest 
men are asked to take office, they must be 
trusted. 
It is because honest men are 
best fitted to make laws and to hold re­ 
sponsible offices that it will not do to treat 
them as though they were dishonest. 
Men 
whose reputations rest upon lives of pro­ 
bity and truth and honor, need no verbal 
guarantees or undertakings. 
They can be 
relied upon to act always for the best, and 
since circumstances must affect the course 
of the w isest, they cannot bo bound before­ 
hand by cast-iron pledges. 
California ha9 
now for many years tried the pledge- 
method. 
It has 
resulted in 
strewing 
the 
shores 
with 
the 
wrecks 
of 
ruined characters, and ia inflicting many 
disappointments upon the people. 
Is it 
not time that this hopeless and irrational 
confidence in Shams—this bondage to ap­ 
pearances and forms—should be abandoned 
and abolished ? 
Is it not time that a re­ 
turn should be made to the sound methods 
which every thinking man knows to be the 
only ones which are trustworthy .’ 
Plat­ 
forms are necessary in their way, but they 
cannot guarantee the course of those who 
occupy them. 
Pledges are delusive, for 
they give no assurance of the character of 
those w’ho make them. Upright men, whose 
lives are their credentials, are, on the other 
hand, sufficient guarantees that the public 
interests will be faithfully guarded. 
\N e 
should like to see such men alone put in 
nomination by the Republican party this 
year, for w’e should like to have the survi­ 
val of political Shams made an issue in the 
coming campaign. 


THE 
RESIGNATION 
OF 
JOHN 
BRIGHT. 


The resignation of John Bright from 
< iladatone’a Cabinet is unfortunate, 
for 
Bright undoubtedly commands great in ­ 
fluence. 
W e do not, however, think that 
public opinion in England will go with 
him at the present moment, for it is certain 
that the Egyptian war is popular, and that 
the general expression upon the Alexan­ 
dria masBacre condemned the Ministry for 
its timid course. 
Bright's horror of war in 
fact will find no echo, for the spirit of the 
age is strongly military, and nearly all 
men feel that however lamentable war 
may be in its effects, it is utterly impossible 
to carry on any human government w ith­ 


out it in the present stage of civilization. 
The assertion that “ forcéis no rem edy” 
has been 
employed so frequently and 
loosely that many ere prone to regard it as 
a form of truth. 
But it is not true, save 
iu a very limited and partial sense. 
Force

NEW 
POSTAL 
REGULATION. 


The San Fraucisco Post entirely misap­ 
prehends the new postal regulation regard­ 
ing insufficiently prepaid letters, and in con­ 
sequence wastes a great deal of denunciation 
upon the Postal Department. 
Heretofore 
letters which had not been prepaid, or 
were insufficiently stamped, have been dis­ 
posed of as follow s; If they were en­ 
tirely uustamped they were sent to the 
Dead Letter office ; if they were partially 
prepaid they were sent to their destina­ 
tion, with a notification to the effect that 
so much postage was due upon them. 
The 
new regulation (and which only applies 
west of the Missouri and to free delivery 
cities) is equally intended to promote pub­ 
lic convenience. 
It merely provides that 
instead of sending unpaid letters to W ash­ 
ington, to the Dead Letter office, the per­ 
sons to whom they are addressed (or, if 
possible, the senders) shall be notified by 
postal card that such and such a letter is 
awaiting them, and will be forwarded on 
receipt of the necessary postage. 
Letters 
partially paid, or on which one rate has 
been paid, are forwarded as heretofore. 
The only chaDge made by the new regula­ 
tion is in tbe public interest, since it 
enables people who have failed to prepay 
their letters to rectify the mistake much 
more quickly than could formerly be done. 
The Pout's strictures upon the new regula­ 
tion, being altogether based upon erroneous 
information, are of course without any 
value.

EGYPT. 


It does not seem to be known yet whether 
Arabi Pasha has made any attempt to de­ 
stroy the Suez Canal. 
That he would have 
done this if he believed it practicable, can­ 
not be doubted. 
It is now asserted that he 
gave positive orders for the burning of 
Alexandria, and that hi3 troops began the 
looting of the city. 
IIis exact position is 
apparently unknown ; in fact ignorance 
prevails as to what is passing outside of 
Alexandria, save as regards confused re­ 
ports of rioting iu Cairo. 
The results of 
an imperfectly planned attack are now 
conspicuous. 
The situation is unsatisfac­ 
tory in all its aspects. 
Clearly a land 
force should have accompanied the fleet, 
aud should have been put ou shore as soon 
as the forts were silenced. 
Iu that case 
Arabi could not have escaped. 
Now he 
has all Egypt to wander in, and can recruit 
his forces and prepare for a campaign w hile 
the slow process of landing an English 
army is being carried out. 
It seems possi­ 
ble that this mistake may protract the 
campaign several weeks or even months, 
though the end will no doubt be the same, 
whenever it is reached. 
A t present the 
fate of the Suez Canal is the point of 
greatest interest and anxiety. 


TH E 
M EDICAL 
PAY 
QUESTION. 


The House has refused to pay the physi­ 
cians who attended President Garfield in 
his last illness. 
Much of the debate in the 
House was of a character merely to expose 
the ignorance and stupidity of tho speakers. 
The tone of many of them was not above 
that of a gang of Southern field hands, and 
they appear no better fitted for the con- 
prehension of the subject. 
Congress, how­ 
ever, having in this disgraceful and brutal 
fashion lefused to pay the expenses of the 
late President's last «lineas, these expenses 
will fall upon the estate. 
It Í3 already 
well understood that Mrs. Garfield will not 
allow' any of the bills tc be disputed, if 
they are presented to her, and thus Con­ 
gress has shuffled oft’ the petty expense of 
this charge upon the country', and has 
thrust it upon Garfield’s widow. 
This, 
too, is the Bame Congress that has just 
voted a hundred million dollars for arrears 
of pensions, knowing that at least one- 
third of this immense sum will be literally 
and positively stolen.

MENDOCINO 
OUTRAGE. 


The Ukiah Dispatch states that an anti- 
Chinese riot has occurred at Westport, 
Mendocino county, under the following 
circumstances : Forty or fifty white men, 
armed with repeating rifles and revolvers, 
assembled and drove all the Chinese out of 
the miils on W edge’s Creek, threatening 
them with death if they returned. 
The 
owners of the mills then offered the places 
of the Chinese to the rioters, but tbe latter 
refused to a man to undertake the work. 
They repaired to Baloons in tho neighbor­ 
hood, and proceeded to get drunk and to 
make themselves nuisances generally. 
At 
last accounts the. law-abiding citizens in 
tbe vicinity bad taken the matter up, 
armed themselves, escorted the Chinese 
back to the mills, aud made preparations 
to receive the rioters warmly should they 
venture an attack. 
These men would not 
take the work themselves, but they would 
not let the Chinese do it. 
Apparently 
they are worthless loafers, and it is to be 
hoped that the Courts will deal with them.

She became possessed of some very 
peculiar whims. 
Among others was an idea

on Friday, the 7th inst. Gloer came to this 
city from Vallejo, where he had been 
working at his trade, some five weeks ago, 
and at the time of making the fatal leap he 
was suffering frQm delirium tremens. 
His 
injuries were a compound comminuted 
fracture of the right leg, and a comminuted 
fracture of the left leg. 
The little schooner Pearl, Captain C. B. 
Kustel, lying at Harrison street w’harf, her 
weather-worn appearance, 
her bleached 
sails, her queer black rigging of twisted 
grass, with her Malay crew, is an object 
exciting more or less curiosity along the 
water front. 
The little vessel, with a crew 
of the Captain and one man, sailed from 
this port April 23, 1S80, on a trading voy­ 
age to the Marshall islands in the South 
Pacific, nearly 7.000 miles distant from this 
port. At the Gilbert group the white man 
left, and the Captain took in his place a 
native. 
After trading in and about the 
Navigator islands and the Caroline archi­ 
pelago, sail was made toward the coast of 
China, and finally on the island of San- 
gri, about midway between the Philip­ 
pine and the Malacca groups, the Captain 
made his central station, while he traded 
for a year along the coast of New Guinea, 
Celebes and 
Borneo 
for 
gold, 
spices, 
pearls, 
shells, 
tortoise 
shelly, 
etc., 
giving in 
return 
trinkets, 
cloth, 
and 
other merchandise. 
W hile trading for 
rubber along the coast of Borneo, the 
Pearl had a narrow escape from Malay 
pirates, three of which chased him through 
the Soo-loo group of islauds.- After a so­ 
journ of nearly a year and a half in the 
East India islands, a crow of four Malays 
were shipped, and the Pearl sailed for 
home, a distance cf IQ,000 miles, with a 
cargo of dried cocoanuts as ballast, and 
after a voyage of 110 days from th i Cele­ 
bes, sailed safely into the Golden Gate. 
The Captain says nothing but breadfruit 
grows in the shape of timber on the Mar­ 
shall islands. 
Still, the natives have 
canoes thirty or forty feet long, made of 
California redwood, while ho saw redwood 
logs drifted t>n the shores, and in one place 
railroad ties had driftoJ 
in—on one of 
which was branded “ I. E. White, No- 
varro River.”

AFFAIRS IN ECYPT. 


In Carson they spread trout on their free 
lunch tables. 
A number of rich strikes is reported near 
Vienna, Wood River. 
Last week at Oroville, during a thunder­ 
storm, an electric globe (known as St. 
Elmo’s tire) was seen in the top of a tree 
dancing about, and was visible for twenty 
minutes. 
The most daring thief heard from is in 
Portland, Or.

The Santa Rosa Depublican says : “ There 
will be larger individual yields from fields 
of wheat, in some instances, in Sonoma 
county, than for many years.

season and its favorable effect on low-lying, 
heavy soils seeded to wheat. Several crops, 
in advance of the harvest, are set down a3 
promising from 50 to 60 bushels an acre. 
Such well-known judges as John Laughlin 
and W. H. Rector set the T. L. Harris 
crop at not less than 55 bushels. 
A farmer in Butte county the other day. 
to secure help to harvest his crop, and 
beiug short of hands and unable to find 
men to work, 
drove one of his header 
wagons into Chico and shanghaed all the 
old drunks he could find lying about. Those 
who were not sufficiently helpless to make 
their capture ea6y he supplied with liquor 
uutil the requisite condition of pliability 
was obtained, when he rolled them into 
his wagon. 
He took home a goodly num­ 
ber, but, according to the Enterprise, the 
result of his experiment is not yet known. 


T h e 
M o n g o o s e .—Tbe introduction of 
the rnungoose into Jamaica as a cure for 
the ouce-formidable rat pest on the eugar 
plantations is said to have proved a notable 
succefs. 
The sugar rat is a huge white- 
bellied fellow, measuring ten inches in 
length of body, his long tail adding ten 
inches more to his length. 
Formerly the 
damage done to the eugar plantations of 
the island by these rats amouoted to some­ 
thing like $500,000 a year, rising to a 
quarter of the crop in seasons of special 
ravages. 
About five years ago the mun- 
goose. whose zeal as a snake and rat-killer 
is well known, was imported from India. 
As a result, the plague of rats has been 
greatly diminished, with a saving cf sugar 
of not less than twenty-five tons of sugar 
on each estate. 
There is also saved tbe 
expense of rattage, formerly amounting to 
hundreds of dollars a year.

O r c h a r d G r a s s.— Orchard grass is one 
of the earliest to ripen, coming into flower 
with the June or Kentucky blue grass. 
For seeding an early mowing two bushels 
orchard grass, one bushel Juoe grass and 
ten pounds common red clover make a de­ 
sirable proportion. 
Orchard grass ia too 
tender to bear very late fall seeding, but 
after the first year it is as hardy as other 
growers. 
Orchard grass should be culti­ 
vated on the beat grass laud, or auch as 
may be expected, under high manuring, to 
produce heavy rowen crop3 every season. 
Fields sown early in the spring on rich 
land have given thrc 
heavy cuttings the 
same year. 
Dry lands, 
however, 
like 
sandy plains or gravelly knolls, are uu- 
suited to it ; so are level meadows which 
are liable to overflow in winter and to 
coatings of ice. 


L o n d o n , July 15tb.—Admiral Seymour 
telegraphed at 10:20 this morning : The fire 
in Alexandria is not spreading.

ANOTHER CORRESPONDENTS REPORT. 


N e w Y o r k , July 17th.—a. m.—The Her- 
uId's Alexandria special saya : 
I am able to 
state from personal observation that the first 
reportB of the extent of devastation are 
greatly exaggerated. Moreover, that although 
the destruction is greatest in the European 
quarter, it ia by no means confined there. 
Fires are scattered throughout the city, and 
were caused partly by soldiers out of pure 
wantonness, and partly by natives who took 
this means of paying off old grudges. 
In the 
Grand Square and its vicinity the ruin is 
most complete. 
There is not one house but 
haa been levelled or gutted. 
The facades 
are still erect, 
but are bleached 
with 
heat to a white ash. 
Y et in the center the 
fountain is still playing, and the grass and 
tress are unit jured and stilL green. 
LoDg 
lines of streets are still burning. 
As we 
marched through the districts wre found Be­ 
douins and parties of Egyptian soldiers laden 
with booty, with when; we exchanged shots, 
killing a few and scattering the rest. During 
the day crowda of Europeans of all nations 
came ashore from the ships. Many presented 
a pitiable spectacle, as they sat down and 
gazed on the ruins of their former homes. 
Others, like some of tbe Greeks, seemed to 
have come only for plunder and U make 
trouble. 
Yesterday forenoon a great commotion was 
heard at the palace. 
Oa making inquiry as 
to the cause of the cries, I was informed that 
the Khedive’s sister-in-law had just died. 
Disbelieve all rumors of fighting with 
Arabi s forces such as are afloat here, and are 
perhaps cabled abroad for certain purposes. 
Up to the present time nothing of any kind 
has bappeued at the palace. 
They have 
news 1 h it Arabi has dispatched Ayout Pasha, 
the Under Secretary if War, to Cairo, to 
hurry f/rwaril all available troops. 
He is 
busy intrenching at Kaffir El Dowar, and 
may mein fighting there. 
The universal 
hope is that he will maintain his resolution, 
so that a decisive battle may occur, as one 
crushing defeat might terminate the hopeless 
struggle. 
Yesterday news was brought to Beresford 
that B u m s Egyptian stokers were getting up 
steam and preparing to remove the locomo­ 
tives. 
A party was at once dispatched to the 
spot, and arrived just in time to stop half a 
dozen engines about to start with trains laden 
with coal and grain. 
The native population have been streaming 
back into the city all day through the various 
gates, with loaded donkeys, carriages and 
vehicles of all descriptions, well pleased that 
the discord is at an end, and their bouses un­ 
touched. 
Fort Marabout haa been a puzzle for the 
last three day?. 
On Friday the Egyptian 
flig W e s hoisted, and two ironclads steamed 
down to it. 
The Egyptian fhg was again 
lowered and a white flsg run up, but no fur­ 
ther steps were taken, aud as yesterday the 
fort still remained iu the hands of the enemy 
it was determined that unless it surrendered 
it should be bombarded to-day. 
This even­ 
ing the Khedive sent some horsemen with 
orders to the commanding officer to surren­ 
der, but upon 
their 
return the cavalry 
brought word that the garrison had with­ 
drawn in the night.

Philippian» i i .,’J 11: 
“ Wherefore G oi also 
hath highly exalted Him, and given Him a 
name which is above every name ; that at the 
name of Je»ua every knee should bow, < f 
things in heaven, and things in tarlh, and 
things ucdtr the earth ; 
and that every 
tongue should con^e*-» that J*su§ Christ is 
Lord, to th** glory ot God the Father." lh e 
sjH-aker said the versts just b*f. re our text 
describe Christ’s hum iiiati jn—these set forth 
his exaltation. 
Three points should be re­ 
membered in this study. 
lire t, Christ sex- 
altatian was no new experience, but a return 
to the glory which Vte ha I w iili the Father 
before the world wa* ; second, Christ’s ex­ 
altation took wi ll Him His human nature 
into heaven ; third, Chri t s ex&ltatiou, as re­ 
gards His humanity, is fet before *is in Scrip­ 
ture as a reward for His infinite sacrifice 
* hile on the eirth. There are now five stages 
of our Savior’s exa’ra ion. 
^ _ 
1. The first stage was His rising again 
from the dead. 
His deafh was not like that 
»>f othir mfn, for He c «nquered death when 
He died. 
He tasted death for every man, 
but it was not possible that He should be 
ho!den of it, and He rose from the tomb aa 
easily and calmly as you ri*e from a refresh­ 
ing slumber. 
Neither Satan nor hi* angels 
could hold Him. 
The power of physical 
nature could not hold Him. 
His pour, 
pierced body lay there in the tew sepulchre 
wrapped in linen and spices, but when the 
spirit of tbeGod-inan had finished His myste­ 
rious errand among the spirits of departed 
men and had reanimated that precious clay, 
the angels came from heaven to roll away 
the stone, and 
the 
resurrected 
Christ 
came 
forth 
in 
the 
early 
morning, 
like 
the 
sun 
arising 
in 
his 
glory. 
He was the same as before, and yet the 
gleams of eternal glory played about him 
wherever he went. 
The glorification cf his 
body had begun. 
He mingled not with men 
as before, but suddenly appeared and disap­ 
peared, as the wisdom of his divine spirit 
might direct. 
H is wiugs were being plumed 
for bis heavenly flight, bus already in this 
first stage he was exalted far above the sons 
of earth. 
2. The second stfgs was his ascension. His 
departure was not like that of Enoch, who 
“ was Dot, for God took him.” 
It was not 
like th at of Elijah, who w eatup to heaven in 
a chariot of hre with**hor?e» of tire. 
But 
Christ’s ascension was such as became the 
King of Kings and Lord of Lord?. 
From 
the top of M ount Olivet, where He passed 
whole nights in prayer, *nd from the midst 
of 
his 
gazing 
disciples, 
and 
iu 
the 
whito 
clouds 
of 
heaven, 
our 
Re­ 
deemer 
was 
received into the presence 
of God. 
His a coraron was as necessary 
as Iiis resurrect!ui. 
It was no more pcs-dble 
for the earth to h d His body living, than for 
the earth to h 1 i H L b..dy dcai. 
He came 
from above, and it must needs be th at He re­ 
turn thither. 
His life on this earth was a 
missionary's life, aud when His mission was 
accomplished lie ascended up where He was 
before. 
3 The third stage of our Redeemer’s exalt- 
ati»»x was the being seated on the right hand 
of the turone of God. 
No ordinary place 
awaited the return of Heaven’s King ; but 
at once, through the hosts of the redeemed 
acd the ranks of the angelic armies, Christ 
took his way to the throne of God. 
W ith 
what rapturous songs of welcome must they 
have greeted the glorified Son of Man ! 
The 
holy choir3 sang and responded to each other, 
“ Lift up your beads, O ye gates ; and be ye 
lifted up, ye everlasting doors ; and the King 
of Glory shall come in. 
W ho is the King of 
Glory ? The Lord, strong and mighty, the 
Lord mighty in battle, the Lord of hosts, He 
is the King of Glory.” 
He took His exalted 
throne, not as a prize to be greedily seized, 
nor as a 
robbery of divine privileges, 
but as 
His eternal right. 
And 
since 
in human f »rm He had fought the battle of 
death, that human form, spiritualized and 
glorified, i» taken with Him and now appears 
iu the highest place of heaven. 
4. Fourthly, our Redeemer receives “ a 
name which is above every nam e,” so that 
Hi* exaltation is not that of a mere creature 
placed on the divine throne for a season as a 
mark of divine favor, but he is exalted above 
all the creature*, aud His name above every 
name. 
He who “ made himself of no repu­ 
tation " that He might ¿ave mankind, now 
has a reputati m th a t fills the universe. 
His 
name, 
“ Jesus,” meaning “ Savior,” was 
given him in the humble village of Bethlehem 
of Judea, but there Í3 no name on earth so 
fam iliar in all languages, to all people, to all 
sges. The youngest lips can lisp it, the oldest 
die wish the comfort of that name. 
The 
highest ambition of moral societies is to be 
called after tha name of Jesus. 
And in the 
language of heaven we may well believe that 
this precious name, which on earth is so well 
known, is the name whereby the exalted Hi- 
deemer i< worshiped and praised forever. 
5. Lastly, it ia said iu our text “ that at 
the name of Jesus every knee shall bow, of 
things in heaven, and things in earth, and 
things under |the earth; aud every tongue 
shall confess th at Jesus Christ is L^rd, to the 
glory of God the F ather.” 
This glorious 
prophecy has a partial fulfillment now. All 
angels are now glorifying Christ aa Lord of 
Lords, and all the redeemed in heaven bow 
before Him and cast their crowns at His 
feet. 
On earth IIis kingdom is making sure 
and steady progress, so that the time is not 
far distant when He will be acknowledged 
“ King of Saints.” 
“ Under the earth,” in 
th 9 abode of lost eoule, Christ Jesus is con­ 
fessed to be Lord. 
The A pjstle Jam es said: 
“ The devils also believp, and tremble.” 
There are no atheists in hell. 
B ut oh ! how 
sad m ust be tha revelation of Christ's rrgal 
power to the souls of the lost ! 
The text 
look* forward to the geoeial judgment when 
the Son of Man shall come again in His 
glory, and all the hcly acgels with Him, ar.d 
shall sit upon the throne cf His glory to 
judge the living and the dead. 
Then, in­ 
deed, will the universe acknowledge Him to 
be the King Eternal and full of glory. Then, 
indeed, will heaven, earth and hill unite in 
paying hom ige to the Lord of Lords. Every 
eye shall see Him, and they also which 
pierced H im ; aud to Him every knee shall 
bow and every tongue confess. 
All this hom­ 
age is “ to the gl ry of God the F ather.” He 
laid the plan of human redemption, and sent 
His Son into the world to accomplish it. 
So 
when the economy of redemption is com­ 
pleted, and Christ shall have all things sub­ 
jected unto Him, “ then shall the Son also 
Himself be subject unto Him that put all 
things under Alim, that God may be all in 
all.” (I. Cor., XV., 28 ) O th at we may wor­ 
ship Christ here and now, so that in the glo­ 
rious consummation we shall not bo among 
those unwilling subjects whose confessions 
are wruDg from them by eight of the majesty 
of the glorious God whom they have offended; 
but W3 shall rej dee to see our Savior glori­ 
fied, and with loud hallelujahs 
“ We'll join the everlasting sonjr, 
And erowu Him Lord of All.” 
A t Calvary Baptist Church, in the morn­ 
ing, liev. J . Q. A. H enry’s discourse was 
upon “ The Battle of Life.” The speaker 
took for his text 1 John, v„ T : “ Who is he 
that overcometh the world but he that be- 
liereth that Jesus is the Son of God.” 
Life 
haB many comparisons in the Bible. 
I t ia 
likened to a pilgrimage, a swift ship, a dream, 
a sleep* a vapor, a shadow, a weaver’s shut­ 
tle, a flower, grass, a race, a conflict. In the 
text it ia compared to a roalm to be subju­ 
gated—a kingdom to be conquered. 
Iuto 
this dominion man enters as a contestant—a 
warrior. 
Armed and equipped he marches 
into this life-long engagement, only to find 
that a» the months pass by and the years re­ 
cede the conflict grown sharper, the battle 
fiercer, the engagement more and more piti­ 
less. 
This struggle for existenoe is the chief 
element in 3 Christian experience—the cross 
stands in pilgrim’.» path. 
“ There ia a cross 
for every one and there is a croes for me.” 
1. LUe is a battle, a bitter warfare, a re- 
inors jless etru?g!ei a contest hot and sharp. 
This might 
1)3 
inferred 
from 
analogy 
throughout tho realm of N atu re; from 
the 1 jwest to the highest forms of life, a re­ 
lentless c p fl'c t rages ceaselessly. 
In every 
sphere of life the fittest survives. 
This bit­ 
ter battle of life is houndle*.*. 
“ The battle 
of existence rages through all time and in 
every field ; its rule is to give no quarter—to 
difpktch the maimed, to overtake the halt, to 
trip up the blind and to [drive the fugitive 
hosts m or the prtcipice into the sea.” 
Iu this 
wicked warfare man is no exception. 
For, as 
history show?, the m jord of man's life ia one 
of rapine and revenge, usurpation aud op­ 
pression, injustice and bloodshed, warfare 
and wars. 
The garments of history are rolled 
in blood. 
In individual, social and national 
life, oppression reigns and Re f-assertion is the 
rule. 
This is true to our observation also : 
Everywhere 
we 
behold 
men 
grappling 
with tome adverse circumstances, battling 
some 
besetting sin, combatting some un­ 
holy bias, hotly contesting some destruc­ 
tive principle, wogiDg holy war against ter­ 
rible tendencies which threaten to extinguish 
life itself. 
W hile within our own heat Is 
“ We have many conflicts, many a doubt. 
Fightings within and ieari w ithout.” 
Struggle with appetite; conflict with passion; 
warfare with pride; ah, sure, “ we must 
tight if we would reign.” For 
“ We riso by the things that are under our feet, 
By w hat we master <-f g«*od and gain, 
By the pride deposed, by the passion glmn, 
By the vanquished ill* which we hourly m eet.” 


2. Man is unable within himself successfully 
to meet these forces of evil. 
Alone he can­ 
not v*? quieh bis ielentle*s foe 
For the God 
of thi* world—“ the prince of the j^wer of 
th e air 
i* superior U> man by created const! 
tution. 
The old se r^ n t was once an angel a 
little lower than whom man was create»:!. 
Though fallen, he is man’.* unequal match. 
In a fair fight in an open field Satan is sure 
of the mastery. 
Then again man is mortally 
wounded—au arrow from the quiver of this 
arch-fiend of God has carried its poisonous 
head down deep in man’s heart—blinding his 
eye, perverting his 
judgment. Rearing hi* 
conscience and paralyzing his will ; so that he 
is comparatively powerlers and effeminate in 
this struggle—less dexterous, adroit 
and 
skillful than he would otherwise be. 
More­ 
over, man is in the enemy’s country—Satan 
ha* p'wsefrion, which is nine j»oints in the 
law-. 
W e sre born iu his kingdom, hence the 
question is not whether we will enter his 
realm or engage in his service, but how shall 
we (>oape bis awful presence—evade his ter­ 
rible thrall. 
The organization of these evil 
forces is consummate, concerted,insistent,ver­ 
satile and materialized; the hosts of hell are 
marshalled for m an’s overthrow and ultimate 
destruction. 
“ Who is sufficient for these 
thing? ? Our sufficiency is of God.” 
3. Personal faith in Jesus a* the Son of 
God, {our Savior, insures attainable and 
certain victory. 
This faith brings to m an’s 
help a Father’s tender and personal care. 
“ Like as a father pitieth his children, even 
so the Lord pitieth them that fear him .” 
“ Like as a fath er” sec him stand, all help 
within his glorious hand. 
This personal 
confidence in Christ is a principle of marvel­ 
ous strength. 
It secures to man the appro­ 
bation of God ; it calls into exercise some of 
the strongest and noblest faculties of the soul, 
such a* the sense of right, love and hope. 
Agaiu it brings to man s rescue the united 
help of the God-head. 
It opens the arsenal 
of heaven for m an’s defense, and God will 
exhaust the munitions of the skies, if need 
be, ia the protection and final trium ph of the 
fearless saint. 
Being justified by taith we 
have peace with God, and there is therefore 
no condemnation to them that are in Christ 
Jesus, for the blood of Jesus Christ His Son 
cleanseth from all sin, for we are kept by the 
power of God through faith ready to be re­ 
vealed in that day. 
“ W hat think ye of 
Christ ? Whose Son ia he?” Come to Him. 
Confide in Him. 
Corquer through Him. 
“ And they overt* ime him (the devil) by the 
blood of the Lam b and by the word of their 
testimony, and they loved not their lives 
unto the death.”
